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Continuation of 10. Other: the amendment arguments do not place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant argues that a 
servo motor is not taught. The examiner respectfully disagrees because the prior art rollers are driven and an obvious substitution of a 
drive mechanism is a servo motor, that is, an obvious substitution of an equivalent structure. In re Kuhle 188 USPQ (CCPS 1975) and In 
re Ruff 1 1 8 USPQ 343 (CCPA 1 958). Additionally, the applicant argues that the direction of the rollers is not taught. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees because "the upper roller and lower roller bear against the respective surfaces", that is, a force or pressure is 
exerted on the surfaces. .
